Proceedings 
of the 
Forty-Ninth Annual Session 
of the 
Union Missionary Baptist 
Association 


The Association convened with Laurel Hill Baptist Church near 
Lumber Bridge Thursday morning, Oct. 12th, 1933. Devotional 
exercises was conducted by Rev. Harrison Graham and Deacon 
Robinson. The program for this session was offered and adopted 
except that clause effecting the reorganization. This was discuss- 
ed and finally an agreement was reached to take up the reorganiza- 
tion Thursday afternoon.

At this point Rev. J. L. Simpson, pastor of the church, came 
forward and delivered the welcome address in weil chosen words. 
The welcome on the part of the Sunday School was made by the 
President of the B. Y. P. U., who made a very instructive address. 
Response was by Rev. T. H. McKay who said many good things 
to the delegates and was endorsed by all present. The congrega- 
tion sang “Welcome Sweet Day of Rest.” The time having ar- 
rived for the introductory sermon, Rev. Geo. Williams ascended the 
rostrum, assisted by Rev. Lazy Jones, who lined the hymn, “Go 
Preach My Gospel Saith the Lord.” Rev. Jones read as a lesson 
a part of the seventh chapter of St. John and offered prayer, In- 
treating the Divine Guidance of God. Rev. J. M. Mallet of Wil- 
mington led in singing “Draw Me Nearer, Nearer, Blessed Lord.” 
Rev. Williams then arose and used as a text, St. Matthew 1.21st 
Verse, “His Name Shall Be Called Jesus for He Shall Save His 
People from Their Sins.” After this splendid sermon Rev. W. 
T. Currie offered yrayer. Dr. E. E. Smith made remarks 
and turned over a balance of a few dollars left in his hands 
for Shaw University. Dr. Smith then spoke of his inabality to 
serve the Association as Moderator and tendered his resignation 
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as such and after remarks by various members of the Associa- 
tion his resignation was not accepted. On motion that there be 
a committee appointed to collect the one dollar from ordained 
minisers, the motion was adopted. Rev. Geo. Williams was ap- 
pointed as the committee on motion that Rev. W. T. Currie collect 
50-cents from licentiate preachers and 25-cents from deacons. The 
Association adjourned at this hour for dinner. “Praise God from 
Whom All Blessings Flow,’ was sung and benediction by Rev. Geo. 
Williams. 


FIRST DAY AFTERNOON SESSION 


The Association reconvened at 3:25 p. m. Devotional services 
was conducted by Deacons S. H. McKay and J. J. McNeill. Prayer 
by Rev. David Mitchell, after which visitors were called forward 
and introduced. Rev. EK. C. Reaves came forward and was made 
welcomed. The reports of the officers of the Association was in 
order and the following officers made their reports: Treasurer, 
Bro. Duncan Ray; Ex-Treasurer, Bro. A. L. Johnson; Corresponding 
Secretary, Rev. Geo. Williams. Secretary reports on motion that 
the report of all the officers be approved. 


The hour having arrived for the annual address of the Moderator 
and owing to the absence of Dr. Smith, Rev. S. W. Smith, Vice- 
Moderator, made remarks along the line of of Christian Living and 
Future Development of Our Work. The committee on Grievances 
made their report, showing that the treasurer held two checks de- 
livered to him by the Association at one of its past session, said 
checks could not be collected, setting up a deficit of about $35.00. 
On motion the report on Grievance be approve wtih the motion 
that the executive board set aside sufficient money to print the 
minutes of the Association before making any other disbursements, 
motion was approved on motion that this Association will accept 
no checks from anyone in the future on motion that the commit- 
tee on reorganization be appointed by the house as follows: Bros. 
H. L. Davis, Nathan Robinson, J. D. Raiford, Lee Butler, J. W. 
Council, W. H. Carver, D. H. Ray, S. W. Justus, J. J. McNeill Frank 
Burns, E. C. Clark, Joe Kelly. Bro. A. L. Johnson made his report 
and turned over $88.26 togethert with $13.26 from Dr. E. E. Smith. 
Rev. David Mitchell was placed on the committee on reorganization 
instead of Bro. C. H. Mumford; Bro. Will Council instead of Bro. 
Geo. W. Carver. A collection was lifted, $1.35, after which the As- 
sociation adjourned to meet at 7:30 p. m. Benediction by Rev. 
D. J. DeVane.

PREAMBLE AND CONSTITUTION 


Whereas, the people of God are commanded to strive together 
{in union of interest and effect, element of success for the advance- 
ment of Christ’s Kingdom; therefore, the Missionary Baptists of 
this section of North Carolina, agree to form ourselves into an 
Association for mutual help, having in view the following objects: 

Ist. The establishment of union among our churches upon prin- 
eiples embracing discipline, government and organization to en- 
courage among our brethren by all Christian means, industry, edu 
eation, seli-reliance, general improvement and spiritual advance- 
ment, and to preach the Gospel as far as our ability will permit. 
To secure these ends we pledge ourselves to God and to each other 
to sustain the principles embodied in our Constitution. 


CONSTITUTION 


Art. 1. This Association shall be known as the Union Missionary 
Baptist Association. The object shall be substantially as enumer- 
ated in the above preamble. : 


Art. 2. The officers shall consist of a President, Ist Vice-Presi- 
dent, 2nd Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, Corresponding Sec- 
retary, Auditor, and an Executive Board of seven members. These 
officers shall be elected annually by the Association. 


Art. 3. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all 
meetings of the Association, decide points of order and sign ail 
orders drawa on the Treasurer of the Association. He is also ex- 
officio President of the executive board. He shali not vote only in 
case of a tie. 

Art. 4. The Vice-President shall assume the duties of the Presi- 
dent in his absence. 


Art. 5. The Secretary shall keep a correct record of all pro- 
ceedings of the Association and prepare the same for publication, 
superintend the printing and distribution of the minutes. He shall 
keep all books and stationery belonging to the Association. 


Art. 6. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys belonging to and 
collect during the sitting of the Association and to pay out the same 
upon the order of the Association, all orders being signed by the 
President and countersigned by the Corresponding Secretary. 


Art. 7. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the corre- 
spondence, he shall be Secretary of the Executive Board of the 
Association and shall countersign all orders on the Treasurer. 


Art. 8. The Auditor shall examine the accounts of the Treasurer 
and make aunual report of its condition to this body. 


Art. 10. This body shall be composed of ordained ministers be- 
longing to the churches connected with the Association and mes- 
sengers chosen from the same, each church being entitled to three 
messengers, and must send to the Association 15 cents for each 
member represented in this Association; 10 cents for Christian 
Haducation and 5 cents for Associated purposes. 
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Art. 11. Any church desiring to join the Association may do so 
by letter and messengers, the same being regularly organized. All 
messengers to the Association must be armed with properly credit- 
ed credentials. No church will be fellowshipped in this Associa- 
tion which neglects to maintain gospel order. 


Art. 12. The annual session of this A#sociation shall be held 
on Thursday after the second Sunday in October of each year at 
such places as may be selected. 


Art. 13. By appointment of the Association, there may be 
preached at each annual session an intvoductury, missionary edu- 
cational and doctrinal sermon. 


Art. 14. This Constitution may Be amended at any annua) 
session by a two-thirds vote. 


BY-LAWS 


Art. 1. This Association shall not recognize or receive any 
church nmaving as members any person excluded from any other 
church. 


Art. 2. All churches of tnis body are especially requested to 
take special care of their pastors 2nd use all efforts to help them 
gain instruction into the ministry. 


Art. 3. From this time forward, no church within the jurisdic- 
tion of this Association shall ordain any ministers to preach unless 
he can read the Bible intelligently. 


Art. 4. Any elder or minister found intoxicated or who shall 
visit places of ill repute, such as bar-rooms or knowingly indulge 
in any immorality, such as living in cohabitation without being 
lawfully married, or acting in any manner such as will bring re- 
proach upon the Baptst faith and profession, shall be called before 
a Council of Elders and dealt with for breach of good behavior. 


RULES OF DECORUM 


Art. 1. The President and Clerk shall hold their offices from 
their election at one session until the election of officers at the next 
session and it shall be their duty to occupy their respective sta- 
tions and proceed regularly to organization. 


Art. 2. The President shall call the Association to order or in 
his absence the Vice-President shall act, and if he is absent the 
Secretary must open the session. 


Art. 3. There shall be singing and prayer at the opening of each 
day’s session. 


Art. 4. Delegates shall enroll their names by letter or other evi- 
dence of election. Letterg read and other statistical matter read. 
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Art. 5. Visiting brethren from other Associations may be invited 
to seats ky a majority vote of that body. 


Art. 6. The Association shall proceed to organize by electing 
a President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer who, when 
elected, skall take their seats. 


ARTICLES OF FAITH 


1. We believe in one living God, and that there are three per- 
sons in the Godhead, the Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 


2. We believe that the Scriptures of the Old and New Testa- 
ments are the words of God, and the only rule of faith and prac-

3. We believe in the doctrine of eternal particular election. Acts 
3:46; Romans 8328-302 Tl Limothy 2:10 1 Peter) 7:17; 1 John 
6:37-44.

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CONSTITUTION OF THE UNION 


Art. 1. This body shall be known as the Church Union of Union 
Baptist Association. 


Art. 2. The object will be to supply ourselves with better homes 
of worship and to foster the spirit of union and mission in our 
churehes among our ministers and deacons on principles of right- 
eousness as contained in the Bible. 


Art. 3. Its officers shall be President, Vice-President, Secretary 
and Treasurer, who shall be elected annually. And a Home Mis- 
sion Board of seven (7) members elected annually. Its officers 
shall be a Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Secretary. The Boaré 
shall have charge ot the Home Mission work and make all approu- 
priations. 


Art. 4. The Union shall meet Saturday before the Sunday of each 
month having five Sundays, at such place as may be chosen. 


Art. 5. There shall be devotional service at each day’s session. 


Art. 6. There shall be preached an introductory and missionary 
sermon at each Union. 


Art. 7. The Union shall be composed of messengers chosen by 
the churches, and deacons and ministers belonging to the same. 


Art. 8 Each church may be represented by Ietter and messen- 
gers, by the payment of three cents per capita. -Two cents for 
building funds, one cent for expenses and mission. Hach church is 
entitled to two messengers. 


art. 9. The Constitution may be changed or amended by a two- 
thirds vote of those present. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE MINISTERIAL CONFERENCE 


Art. 1. This body shall be known as the Ministerial Conference 
of Union Missionary Baptist Association. 


Art. 2. Its officers shall be a President, Vice-President, Record- 
ing Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Treasurer. 

Art. 3. Its object shall be to better understand ourselves as a 
body of Gospel Ministers of Christ to consider the condition and 
mission of the Churches under our administration. 

Art. 4. That we encourage and sustain a high standard of Chris- 
tian morals among ourselves as stewards of Christ. 

Art. 5. That we require a higher standard of ministerial prepa- 
ration in examination. 

Art. 6. That all applicants for alternation shall be examined by 
the Conference, and required to make an average of 70 per cent. 

Art. 7. <Alternations without the signature of this Conference 
will not be recognized. 

Art. 8. Ministers coming from other Associations will be re- 
quired to bring a written recommendation signed by the Moderator. 
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
